Offered in ilie Frendli Cliainber 
for Separation'of Cirtircii 
aud Btate. 


Woman so Many People are Try­ 
ing to Sate from tlie Oiillows 
Makes a Statement Exoaera* 
ting all Others. 


Reading, Pa., Feb. 9.—Mrs. Kate Ed 
nrds, who, together with Samuel Greo- 
son, Is under sentence to be hanged 
next Thursday for tho murder of her hus­ 
band, to day confessed she alone com­ 
mitted the murder. 
She entirely exoner- 
tes (jreason. 
Mr«, Edwards' statement will not be 
made public until It Is presented to the 
board of pardons, btit the Inference Is 
left she has admitted that she alone com­ 
mitted the crime. 
Mrs. Edwordsq and 
Oreason, w'ho Is a colored mon, wero 
convicted of tho murder of Edwards and 
.«ilnce tho death sentence has been pro­ 
nounced extraordinary efforts have boon 
made to save them from the gallows. The 
board of iwrdons has heretofore refused 
to Interfere and the state supreme court 
has afffrmed the lower court's verdict. 


Mrs. Edwards’ confession, It Is thought, 
will place the case In an entire now as- 
Iftjct before the board of pardons. 
The 
board will meet Feb, IB, the day before 
the date fixed for the double execution. 
If the woman's statement, is accepted by 
tho board It n^ay save the man's life.

Police hurried Hoch through tho depot 
and on the sidewalk outside hod another 
crowd to deal with, but they quickly 
hustl^d Hoch Into a patrol wagon and 
started for the Rost Chicago avenue po­ 
lice station, a mile dlatant. 


Outside the station a third crowd was 
gathered, and It was larger and morn 
obstreperous than the others. 
It was 
fotmd necessary to call officers from In­ 
side the station before the walks could be 
cleared Bufflclently to nllow the prisoner 
to be taken Into tlie station.

taken at once to the office of Police In­ 
spector George Shipley, whero he was sub- 
lected to a searching examination, which 
continued for several hours.

Panic stricken, and in a high stato 
of cxciteinent, an audience of several 
hundred i)crsons rushed 
from thft 
B aptist church of Waverly Thurs­ 
day evening during the progress of 
a stereoi)ticon entertainmont. 
The 
pani.c Nvas caused by an oxplosiooii 
supposed to havo resulted from an 
infusion of too much gas from one of 
tho tanks used in the operating of 
tlie stereopticon.' 


The entertainment w'as half over 
when the explosion occurred and the 
firist note of warninj^, that the audi­ 
enco had that anything was wrong, 
was a sheet of ilame which shot up 
from tho machine and flooded the 
darkened church with a glaring light. 
One of tho Baker brothers wdio was 
operati/ng the machine acted prompt­ 
ly and breaking the connecting piixis 
from tho gas tanks jerked the ma­ 
chine from its moorings and carried 
it through tho door, which was near 
at hand. 


The sight of the llamos was tho sig­ 
nal for the audience to break for tho 
doors and a rush and jam occurred 
that seemed fraughj^ witli most disas­ 
trous residts.

Jesse Allen, who is employed at 
the Central H ospital for the Insane, 
m et wiith a most unfortunate acci­ 
dent Tlnirsday afternoon that may 
cost him his life. H e was engaged iUj 
lowering the food elevator into the 
tunnel in the west wing of the main 
building and by mistake pulled the 
wrong rope and tho elevator came 
down heavily laden with dishes, strik- 
iriiÇjhirti on the right leg just above 
tho kned, 
Tho force of the blow was 
suQh t,hat the Iwnos of tho lower part 
of the limb, tho tibia and fibula, were 
splintered below the knee causing 
excruciating pain and an injury of a 
very serious nature. 
Mr. Allen su f­ 
fered intenso agony, but was made 
as comfortable aa possible until some 
of the medical staff of the institution 
eould bo callcd. Dr. H. A. P otts gave 
the TU'TOssary temporary relief and 
Dr. J. 
Ilnirifrove was summoned, 
who had the patient removed to Pos- 
savant hospital. 
An' 
examination 
showed that the two bones mentioned 
had been badly splintered and that a 
eomnlieatod cofnpound fracture had 
resulted. Tho broken pieces of bone 
were removed and the ends wired and 
a drainage tube inserted, *!Mr. Allen 
is past flO years of ajje and tbis fact 
will make the knitting of the bones 
a very slow process if it is ever ac- 
comnlished. 
The attending surgeon 
stated Ihiit i f the accident had hap­ 
pened to a younger "|)erson the wisest 
course would have been to amputate 
tlio limb. 
Tho shook from the acci­ 
dent itself waa so preat to Mr. A l­ 
len’s system that it was feared ho 
could not stand an operation of tbis 
character. 


Mr. Allen resides on South D ia­ 
mond street and has been a resident 
of the citT for the nast two years. Tie 
has long been a residerj^ of tlie eoun- 
tv and was formerly in business in 
Waverly. 
This ia the second misfor- 
tnne ho has experienced recently, as 
he was serving as tyrnkey at the jail 
when the jail delivery ocexirred and 
was badly beaten about tho bead at 
the tijmo of the occurrence. li e will 
have the deep sympathy of many 
friends and it is hoped that his re- 
cover.y from the accident ma.y be 
rapid.
